S no Gentleman is born a Juſtice of Peace, and 
the Buſineſs is become fo very extenſive, that it 
require. ſome Years to be in any tolerable Men- 
ſure Maſter of it, the Precedents of an old Practiſer, 
with References to the Authorities on which they are 
founded, it is preſumed may be of univerſal Uſe. The 
Commiſſion itſelf, which is prefixed, is indeed an ample 
Authority for a Magiſtrate to proceed upon, in all Caſes 
where there is an actual Breach of the Peace, or an 

threatening Speeches, which may affed? the Life or. Pro- 
perty of the Subject; but the Statutes which authoriſe 
him to take Cognizance of Matters foreign to the Peace, 
or create new Offences which were not ſuch at Common 
Law, are became ſo woluminous, and many of them ſo 
intricate, that it may make a Man of good Senſe trem- 
ble, when be comes to put them in Execution, if he has 
not Precedents to direct him, It is obſerved indeed, 
that Gentlemen of mean Qualifications h:fitate leſi in 
difficult Caſes, than Men of Experience; either they are 
not appriſed of the Hazards they run, or perbaps they 
are Men of Fortunes and Figure in their Countries, 
and entertain that Contempt of the Vulgar, that they are 
not afraid to ad arbitrarily in this Hand of Liberty. — 
Certain it is, they ſometimes truſt a Butler or Coach- 
man to draw up Wagrants and Orders to impriſon Men's 


Perſons and ſeize their Effefts ; and if they appear il- 


legal, the poor Dog of a Servant uſually bears the 
Blame ; his Honour 7s not preſumed to be at Leiſure to 


attend 


. 
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attend ſuch trifling Concerns : But though Men of Com. 


manding Fortunes may be above the Laws, wwe have In- 
flances 4 ſome others in the Commiſſion, who have had 
Actions brought againſt them, and have paid very dear 
for their Miſtakes, Gentlemen would do well there. 
fore to be aſſured they have ſome Authority to bear them 
out before they order a Conſtable to take a Perſon into 
Cuſtody, and ſtill more before they commit bim to Goal, 
or ſeize his Goods ; for Actions will certainly lie againſt 
them and the Officers they employ ; and great Damages 

be recevered, where there is no legal Authority to 
found their Orders upon, I ſhall inſtance but in a 
Caſe or two, I believe it is uſual, in moſt Countries, 
for Juſtices of Peace to take Perſons into Cuſtody, and 
compel them to pay Servants Wages, when no Wage; 
have ever been ſettled at the Quarter Seſſions. They 
alſo frequently order Men to the Stocks for Sqwearing 
or being drunk, without giving them Time or Opportu- 
nity to pay the Penalty. Theſe and other Miſtakes of 
the like Nature, *tis preſumed, would be avoided, if 
Gentlemen were furniſhed with Precedents taken from 
the Words of the reſpective Statutes, of which there 
will be found ſuch a Variety in this Collection, that a 
Man of ordinary Underſtanding, if he ſhould not meet 
awith an Inſtrument in every Circumſtance ſuitable to 
the Caſe before him, yet he may, hzwever, from theſe, 
be able to frame one himſelf, without calling in foreign 
Aſiflance, I ſhall conclude with obſerving that our 
Superior Courts are uſually extremely indulgent to Gen- 
tlemen in Commiſſion of the Peace, when their Conduct 
happens to be called in Queſtion, provided there do not 
appear ſome manifeſi Neglect, Partiality or Prejudice 
in their Proceedings ; and therefore they need be in wery 
little Pain where they act with fincere and upright In- 
tentions ; or in other Words, haves due Regard to their

Obſervations on the Commiſſion. 


Y Peace in our Law is underſtood an Abſtain- 
ing from all injurious Force and Violence ; 
and for the Maintenance of this Peace, Juſtices of 


Peace were firſt inſtituted by the Statute of 1 Ed. 3. 


cap, 16. By which Statute it was ordained, that in 
every Shire of the Realm certain Perſons ſhould be 
aſſigned (by the King's Commiſſion) to keep the 
Peace; and their Authority ſince that Time hath 
been very much enlarged by the Statutes 4 Ed. 3. c. 
2. the 18 of the ſame King c. 2. and the 34 of the 


aid Zd. 3. c. 1. and by many other Statutes almoſt 
in every King's Reer And by the ſaid Statute of 
+ th 


the 34 Ed. 3. c. ey were firſt enabled to hear 
and determine (at the King's Suit) all Manner of Fe- 
lonies and Treſpaſſes, and each County hath now 
its proper Commiſſioners for the Peace: In fact, 
Juſtices of the Peace are by their Commiſſion autho- 
Tiſed to put in Execution not only the Powers the 


ancient Conſervators of the Peace were veſted with, 


but alſo thoſe contained in their Commiſſion, and 
ſuch 5s are caſt upon them, by many Acts of Par- 


liament, as before- mentioned; and more eſpecially 


thoſe of late Vears, when Seſſions have been conſtant- 


1y every Year held, and in which ſcarce any hath paſt 
wherein there is not more and more Employment ſtill 


heaped 
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heaped upon the Juſtice of the Peace. The Peace is 
ſaid to be broken by any injurious Force or Violence 
moved againſt the Perſons, Goods, Lands or Poſſeſſi- 
ons of another, whether it be by threatning Words, 
furious Geſture, Force of the Body, or any other 
Force uſed in terrorem; which Peace the Juſtices are 
to keep and may command Aſſiſtance: If a Conſtable 
refale, he may be indicted ; and if found guilty, fined 
for the ſame. | 
The firſt Clauſe in the Commiſion impowers any 
one Juſtice of the Peace to cauſe the Peace to be kepr, 
and all ordinances and Statutes ta be obſerved, which 
are made for” the Conſervation thereof, and for the 
uiet Goverament of the People: As the Statute 
made for Hue and Cry; the Statute againſt Murdeg- 


ers, Robberies, Felons, Night-walkers and Affray- 


ers; agaialt Armour worn in terrorem, Riots, Forci- 
ble Entries, and all other Force and Violence directly 
againſt the Peace. 


To prevent the Breach of the Peace, ſuch juſtice | 


may ſend his Warrant for the Party, and take ſuffi- 
cient Sureties by Recognizance for keeping the Peace, 
or for his good Behaviour, as the Caſe ſhall require, 
and may ſend the Party to Gaol for not finding ſuch

Diſcretion ought to be limited and bounded by the

The Authority of a Juſtice of Peace is to be ex- 
erciſed only within the County where he is appointed

Writs, but have not their proper Juſtices, 
there the Juſtices of the Peace of the County ought 
to execute their Authority, and that by the Words 
of their Commiſſion, , 

If a Pariſh extends into two Counties, or if Part 
thereof he within the Liberty of a City, and Part 
without, the reſpective Juſtices ſhall intermeddle on- 
ly within their own proper Diſtricts; nor ſhall any 

uſtice of Peace proceed in or puniſh any Treſpafs or 
ſuch like Offencecom mitted in another County againſt 
a Penal Statute, unleſs where ſuch Statute enables him 
ſo to do; nor can any Juftice of the Peace while he 
makes his abode. or continues out of the County 
where he is in Commiſſion, intermeddle to take any 
Recognizance, or auy Examination, or otherwiſe to 
exerciſe his Authority in any Matter that ſhall happ4 
within the County where he is in Commiſſion; n 
ther can he cauſe one to be brought before him out 
of the County where he is in Commiſſion, into the 
other County; but in Eaſe of a Robbery, the Perſon 

robbed frequently makes Oath of the Robbery before 
a Juſtice of Peace of the Countywhile he refdes in 
London, and ſuch Oath is held ſufficient to ſatisfy the 
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Statute, if the Juſtice have his e Reſidence 
in the County. | 
For this fee the 9 G. c. 7. whereby i it is enacted, 
That if a Juſtice for any County at large ſhall dwell 
in a City that is a County of itſelf, and within the 
County at large for which he ſhall be appointed a 
Juſtice, though not within the ſame County, he may 
grant Warrants, take i ons &c. at his own 
Dwelling houſe, (chough it be out of the County 
where he 1s authoriſed to act as a Juſtice, and in 
ſome City or Precinct adjoining that is a County of 
itſelf) and ſuch Acts of the juſtice and of the Peace 
Officers in Obedience to any ſuch Warrants ſhall be 
ood in Law, tho? it happen to be out of his Limits:

It is a Rule, that whatever one Juſtice of Peace 
alone may do in the Execution of his Office, the ſame 
may be done by two or more juſtices: but where the 
Law gives Authority to two, there one alone is ex- 
cluded: Nevertheleis, where a Statute appoints a 
Thing to be done by two Juſtices of the Peace, or 
more, if he Offence be againſt the Peace, upon Com- 
plaint made thereof to any one Juſtice of Peace, he 
may grant his Warrant to arreſt the Offender, and 
bring him before him or any other Juſtice of the Peace 
to find Sureties for his appearance at the next Gene- 
ral Seſſions to anſwer ſuch Offence, or he may bind 
_ 1 8 to his good Behaviour, at his Diſ- 


There ſeems to be a general Rule eſtabliſhed in 
Stradling s Caſe, Plowden 206. That when a Thing 
is appointed by a Statute to be done by or before one 
certain Perſon, ſuch Thing çannot be done by or. 
before another, but ought 85 be done as the Statute 
appoints, and by an expreſs Deſignation of one, or 


Power. wr to. one certain Perion , all others are 
| excluded. 
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excluded. At the Requeſt of another, a Juſtice of 
Peace may command the Surety of the Peace, and 


may grant his Warrant for it; but he ought firſt to 


take an Oath of the Party to this Purrpoſe, [viz.) 


That he ſtandeth in Fear of his Life, or of ſome 


bodily Hurt to be done to himſelf, or of having his 
Houſes burnt, and that he doth not crave the Peace

And if any Man is threatened to be hurt, that is, 
to be beaten, wounded, maimed or killed, he ma 
have the Surety of the Peace againſt the Perſon fo 
threatening ; and ſo if he has any ſubſtantial Reaſon 
to fear any Hurt to his Perſon by another, or that 
his Houſe would be burnt, 

But where one is in Fear that another will hurt 
his Servants or Cattle, Surety of the Peace ſhall not 


be granted; nor ſhall it be granted in any Cafe but K 1 
where there is a Fear of ſome preſent or future Dan- * 


er, and not merely for a Battery or Treſpaſs, or a 
—— of the Peace that is paſt; for theſe the Party 
wronged may have his Action, or puniſh the Offen- 
der by Indictment. 

And if the Juſtice of Peace obſerve, that the Sure- 
ty of the Peace is demanded merely of Malice or 
Vexation, without any juſt Cauſe, he may ſafęly de- 
ny it; but if a Man will cake his Oath that he is in 
Fear where there is no Fear, this Oath will diſcharge 
the Juſtice ;_ and if the Juſtice apprehends that the 
Party craved the Peace only out of Malice, or for 
Vexatiom he may bind him to his Good Behaviour,

A Nobleman cannot be compelled to give Sureties
